Theo Fleury shares his life story at Conestoga

“You're only as sick as your 
secrets" is the message former 
NHL hockey player Theo 
Fleury sent to Conestoga stu- 
dents on Nov. 24. 

In an attempt to raise men- 
tal health awareness — and to 
warn others about the conse- 
quences of ignoring your emo- 
tions - Fleury talked about 
how he coped with pain 
through the use of alcohol and 
drugs after experiencing 
years of sexual abuse as a 

Fleury was invited to 
Health and Wellness Week, a 
weeklong event that started 
Nov. 21. 

Fleury, a NHL Stanley Cup 
champion, shared his story of 
a troubled home life and years 
of sexual abuse, followed by 
his coping by abusing drugs. 

‘It doesn't matter what it 
(the disease) is. Your disease 
never becomes better. It will 
become progressively 
worse,” said Fleury to the 
packed Sanctuary.

Fleury'8 father was an alco- 
holic and his mother a pre- 
scription pill addict. 

He was 14 when he became 
a part of a bantam draft for 
the Western Hockey 
League’s Winnipeg

when Graham James, a 
hockey coach at the time, 

to let their son leave his 
hometown of Russell, Man., 
and train in Brandon, Man. 

It was there James sexually 

pleaded guilty to 350 6exual 
assaults against two players 
on January 2, 1997. 

After he was molested Fleury 
experienced a roller coaster of 
emotions - most of which he 
buried deep within his abuse of 

his problems, on the outside he 
seemed like a guy who had it 
all. He kept his secrets deep 
within himself. 

“Every time I closed my 
eyes I ended up in that dark 
room where I was molested. 
For 25 years I never slept - 
with or without the use of 


alcohol and drugs." 

Eventually Fleury was in 
and out of counselling for 
addictions. But his real sav- 
iour was his 16-year-old son 
at the time, who called Fleury 
in 2004 and made him realize 
what he was doing to himself 
and to others who loved him. 

This convinced Fleury to 
come home to his family, and 
helped him stop his suicidal 

At one point Fleury came 

“As I held the gun in my 
mouth, 1 realized I’ve never 
given up a day in my life. I 
asked myself, why am I giv- 
ing up now?” and he threw 
the gun away. 

“I looked at myself in the 
mirror and I didn’t see myself 
the same, finally. I knew the 
miracle had come.” 

And since that day he hasn't 
touched a single drug, and 
doesn’t plan to. 

Fleury ended his lecture 

to hide their emotions, espe- 
cially men who tend to think 
they have a certain “tough- 
ness" status to uphold.

Conestoga's alternative ener- 
gy students are going green by 
helping set the trend for 

energies. 

The third-year electrical 
engineering technology class 
has designed in the last few 
months an electrical distribu- 
tion system for a 2MW wind 
turbine that is being built in 
St. Agatha as a community co- 
operative project. 

“The project is not only rele- 
vant to the alternative energy 

op placements but benefits the 

Karen Kokkelink, the teacher 
of the class. 

The alternative energy stu- 
dents work in partnership 
with the Local Initiative for 
Future Energy (LIFE), a 
renewable energy co-operative 
based in Waterloo Region. 
LIFE’S aim is to help foster 
community-owned renewable 
power in Ontario. 

Although one of LIFE’S cur- 

wind turbine to the provincial 
electrical grid, few members 
are in the engineering field 
and are mainly community 
leaders who need help with the 
technical estimates. 

“A lot of what this project is 
going to do is help those people 
who don’t have an electrical 
background understand the 
distribution system. So when 
they hire a professional firm 


they won’t be taken advantage 
of," said project manager Dan 

The students applied then- 
skills and theory in a practical 
real-world project. At the same 
time they learned project man- 
agement skills as they worked 
together with their groups for 
specific aspects of the design. 
Most of the work for the project 
was done outside of class and 
on the students' own time. 

The students gained confi- 
dence through the project as 
they interacted in a profession- 
al manner with KW Hydro, 
ENERCON, LIFE and other 
groups outside of the college. 

Lead engineer Ryan 
Schumacher said real work 
experience benefits a project 


four-month work placement as 
a source to acquire information 
for the turbine project. 

"A lot of people were depend- 
ing on me to use my contacts in 
the industry and it helped,” 
said Schumacher. 

Brandon Colman, another 
third-year student, worked at 
Stantech in Kitchener over the 
summer and his AutoCAD 
training also benefited the 
project as a whole. 

Hal Thornton, another stu- 
dent of alternative energy, said 
the best part of the project was 
learning about and becoming 
aware of the emerging trend in 
the community of renewable 

“The more people you can get 
involved on any scale, that's 
where the future’s at,” he said.
